I. Gharacter of the season.—During the month the rainfall was every- 
where below the normal, The usual statement is given below.

Sowings of paddy and jute were considerably 
retarded owing to lack of soil moisture.

Failure of pasturage and fodder.—The supply of fodder is reported 
i ts,of Dinajpur and Bogra also in the Brahmanbaria 
ivisions of Tippera and in the Feni subdivision of 
Noakhali, In Bankura, although the supply is reported to be adequate, 
prices for fodder rule high. : 


VIII. Prices of food-grains.—Daring the second fortnight of the month 
under review the price of common rice rose in thirteen districts, fell in two 
and remained stationary in the rest, varying from 8 seers a rupee in the 
districts of Khulna, Jalpaiguri, Mymensingh and Jessore to 6} seers a rupee 
at Rajshabi.

One 
district in each of tha five divisions in this Presidency has been chosen so 
that the trial may be made under different local conditions. The appoint- 
ments of the five officers of the department selected as district registrars 
are being gazetted separately. Each of these officers will receive m 
addition to his pay as district sub-registrar a duty allowance of Rs, 100 per 
mensem for so long as he holds the appointment of district registrar. 


3. The officers’ of the Registration Department who are appointed as 
district registrars will be directly subordinate to the Inspector-General of 
Registration. Neither the district officer nor, as a general rule, the 
inspectors of registration will have any duties under the Indian Registration 
Act, 1908 (Act XVI’ of 1908), in the selected districts. The new district 
registrars will, however, continue to perform the ordinary dutiés, which 
have hitherto been performed by district sub-registrars, as well as those 
preseribed by the Registration Act and the Registration Manual for district 
registrars, subject to such modification of executive detail as may be found 
necessary. , 4 hy 

4. His Exeellency in Council desires it to be understood that the 
scheme is an experiment and will be discontinued if it is not successful. 
Tf it proves a success, such additional ‘appointments will be gradually made - 
hereafter as there are men capable of filling them, but not otherwise.

V. Inspection —Mr. F. J. Robins was appointed Visiting-Governor for 
the first half, and the Hon’ble Mr. W. C. Wordsworth for the second half, 
of the year. Mr. Robins reporis that he saw the children ut work and at 
play, and that generally speaking they seemed happy and well contended 
with their surroundings. Also that most of them looked healthy though 
not robust, but that there were some cases of apparently delicate health. 
He recommends that more attention should be given to training them 
technically,—for dressmaking millinery, child-nursing, ete., and less to 
preparing them for examinations, which some of them year after year fail 
to pass. The inspection of the second half-year was left incomplete, as the 
influenza epidemic rendered it impossible in many cases. In consequence 
Mr. Wordsworth was reappointed Visiting-Governor for the first half

General Summary. 


Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Caleutta” by rail, 
river, canal, road, and sea (coustwise) during the eleven months, April, 1918, to 
February, 1919, amounted to 15,973,000 maunds, as against 13,177,000 maunds 
in the corresponding period of the preceding year—an increase of 21 per 
cent. ‘Chere was an increase (13 percent) in the imports of coal and coke 
(79,294,000 maands as against 69,892,000 maunds last year). ‘The value of the 
imports by rail, river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods 
showed an increase of 61 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 5,63,64,000 
as against Rs. 3,50.33,000 last year. ‘The quantity of indigo imported during 
the period under review decreased by nearly 6,000 maunds, or 25 per cent, 
_ to 17,000 maunds. The imports of raw jute amounted to 4,635,000 bales as 
against 4,145,000 bales,—an increase of 12 per cent. The importations of 
gunny bags also showed an increase of 2 per cent (399 million bags as 
against 39! millions in the preceding year). The total imports of oilseeds 
(linseed and rape and mustard seed) increased by 74 per cent from 8,928,000 
maunds to 6,832,000 maunds. The imports of tea decreased by 19 per cent 
from 3,640,000 maunds to 2,933,000 maunds. 


Exports.—The exports of cotton piece goods, foreign, from Calenita® by all 
routes during the eleven months, April, 1918, to February, 1919, increased by 13 
per cent (Rs, 24,23,98,000 asagainst Rs. 21,40,26,000 last year). The exports 
of gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) decreased 
from 1,295 million bags to 1,189 million bags, but the shipmenis of guony 
bags to other Indian ports increased from 28 millions to 37 millions in 
Aumber in the period under review. The quantity of kerosene oil despatched 
from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes and by sea (coastwise! 
decreased from 5,048,000 maunds to 4,497,000 maunds, or by 13 per cent.

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ig sclear that. at the same time the present low standard of the entrance 
fication ought to. be raised.

6. For the pay of the Imperial Veterinary Oficors recruited in India the 
Commission have recommended ja scale of Rs: 300—380—600—50—1,000 
a month, and for those recruited in Europe Rs. 500—50—1,400. Hitherto 
the terms of the Service applicable to the Imperial Veterinary officers have 
been materially more favourable than those of the Imperial Agrioultaral 
Officers in réspect of both the minimum and maximum limits of the 
sanctioned time-scale pay and of eligibility for exchange compensation 
allowance, It is therefore suggested that the scale of Rs. 850—35—1,050 
proposed for the Imperial Agricultural officers reeruited in India might be: 
suitably applied to Imperial officers of the Civil Veterinary Department 
recruited in India and that an overseas allowance in addition to this pay 
should be given to the officers recruited in Europe's suggested in ‘the ease of 
the Imperial Agricultural officers. The grant of an overseas allowance would be 
in conformity with the recommendation made in paragraph 822 of the report 
of His Excellency the Viceroy and the Secretary of State on the Reforms.

| The Provincial Service of Engineers is open only to statutory natives of

College, Sibpur. The present rate of recruitment in Bengal is one” officer in 
every ‘alternate year from among the graduato students -who have also 
undergone one year's practical training and have passed a practical examina- 
tion at the end of tho trainmg. In addition, a selected qualified Upper 
Subordinate is promoted to the Provincial Engineer establishment periodi- 

eally—hitherto-at the rate of one in every fourth year. 

The.Upper Subordinate establishment is recruited by the Provincial 
Government either by the appointment of graduate students trained at the 
Civil Engineering College, Sibpur, and the Dacca School.of Engineering, or 
by the promotion of selected Lower Subordinates and occasionally by the 
appointment of other suitable candidates. 

The Lower Subordinate establishment is maintained at the required 
strength by the appointment by Superintending Engineers, under powers 
delegated to them, of students holding certificates of the Civil Engineering 
College and Schools and of other suitable candidates, ¢ 

3. A summary of the recommendations of the Commission relating to the 
Public Works Department will be found in Chapter IX of Annexure XVIIL 
of their Report ; the following are the most important recommendations :— 

(1) Amalgamation of the present Imperial and Provincial Services’ of 
Engineers into one superior service of engineers. “ 

Tho present Provincial Service has its origin it the recommendations of 
the Publie Services Commission of 1886-87.

(2) Statutory natives of India should be eligible: for. selection in

REPORT ON DISTRESS IN THE DISTRICT OF BANKURA 
_FOR THE WEEK ENDING 10th MAY 1919. 


Famine or scarcity has not yet been formally, declared. : 
Rainfall was satigiactory. Twenty-two test works were in progress 
during the week, 4,691 workéis having been employed on the works on the 
last day of the week. The decline in numbers on works is temporary, 
being due to inception of agricultural operations. Works are being openc 
- in new areas owing to the return of emigrants. ate works have been 
undertaken-on a small scale. Gratuitous relief is being given in 51 unions; 
the number of persons relieved during the week was 11,807, including 391 
weavers relieved by the Co-operative Industrial Union and the Weavers’ 
Relief Committee and 299 persons relieved by the grant of paddy husking 
advances ; besides 189 better class poor were relieved. Distress is gradually 
extending to new areas owing to the exhaustion of local resources wad 
private charity. Landless classes, and especially theoldandinfirm, widows 
and, orphans and dependants of emigrants ure the most affected. The 
relief measures are adequate. The physical condition of workers and public _ 
health are satisfactory. Crime is normal. No wundering is reported.

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REPORT ON DISTRESS IN THE DISTRICT OF BANKURA FOR 
THE WEEK ENDING 17th MAY 1919. 


Rainfall was general and cnltivation was in progress during the week. 
‘Thirty-two test works were open during the week, 5.437 workers having 
been employed on them. ie increase in the number of ‘workers was ‘due 
to the opening of new works. More works are being opened. Petty private 
works are continning. Gratuitous relief is being given in 56 Unions; the 
numberuof persons relieved by cash doles was 1,938, and 443 weavers were 
relieved by the Co-operative Industrial Union and the Weavers’ Relief 
Committee, 2,066 persons by the grant of paddy husking advances and , 
298 better class poor. The total number of persons on gratuitous relief 
was 12,545, The decrease-in the number of persons relieved by doles is due 
to fit persons being sent to works. Distress is spreading owing to high 
prices and the contraction of credit and private charity, The relief measures 
are adequate. The physical condition of workers and “pile health are 
eatisfactory. Crime is normal. Fodder and water are adequate, Cloth is 
being distributed to the destitute. The price of common rice varies from 
6 to 6} seers per rupee. Arrangements have been made for the importa- 
tion of Burma rice.

< ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN. 

1. General.—Weather conditions during the year were somewhat 
trying to the garden, heavy bursts of rain alternating with. prolonged spells 
of hot dry weather. . From October 1918 to the end of March 1919 very little 
rain fell, 80 that many plants suffered from the drought. The display of 

* annuals in the flower garden, although rather late owing to the weather con- 
ditions, was aboye the average. ‘The show of orchids, however, during March 


and April was the poorest for many years, as owing to conditions in Europe 


and tribal disturbances in tho collecting areas in the hills bordering Assam 
and Burma, the garden stock could not be replenished. 

Three new vistas were opened oft—one from the bridge on the Jacque- 
mont Path north-westwards to.the Roxburgh Avenue looking deross Prain 
Lake, another from Kyd’s Monument across King Lake to the Great 
Banyan Tree and the third from that ‘monument northwards along 
Janardan Lake to the Small Banyan ‘Tree. ‘These vistas help to correct 
the “closed in” effect of too dense masses of vegetation, \ while two of 
them open out pleasing glimpses of Banks’ beautiful piece of sculpture. Over 
1,000 feet of longth of the Kurz Avenue in the north-west of the garden and 
about 500 feet of length of the Hooker and Banyan Avenues’were taken up 
and re-made. 

“| Over 200 young trees and shrubs, of which about a-third are species 
hitherto unrepresented in the garden, were planted out. 

A-fair number of economic species were also planted in ihe. economit 
garden, but it is impossible to do justice to this section, which could quite 
well océupy almost tho whole time of one officer under present conditions, 
Even in its clementary stage this section has begun to appeal to: popular 
interest, Quite, a number of thefts: of the tore edible and readily utilisable 
species has occurred. 

2. Plant and Seed Exchange.—Over 36,000 young trees and shrubs 
were ‘distributed to Government departments and institutions, -municipa- 
lities. railways, etc. Over 500 plants were’ received. 

Over 400 packages of seed, mostly trees and shrubs, the packages varying 
from 2 ounces to. 120 Ibs. in weight, were distributed over a wide range. 
A very large quantity sy to ee new Delhi and to Mesopotamia, Other 
places were such as Porsia. it, Nigeria, Hawaii, England. West Indies, 

‘United States, New Zealand, a Ay Cae France, Java. 

Nearly 400 packets of seed were received, exclusive of 18 bags of 

Phenix rupicola seed from Mr. R. 8. Lister of Pashok Tea Estate in the 


Darjeeling district. 
'S. Herbarium and Library.—Work was carried ont along the usual, 


lines throughout the year, ‘aid in herbarium work being given by Messrs. 
‘Debburman and Narayanswami, .of the Botanical Survey Department. Over. 
6,000 specimens were added to the herbarium, the chief additions being a 
collection of over 3,000 sheets of Philippine specimens presented by the 
Bureau of Science. Of Indian contributiqns the most interesting was a céllec- 
tion of nearly 200 excellently prepared specimens collected by Mr. C. G.

Pt The letter-press of Part II of Vol. XII of the Annals 

of the Royal Botanic Garden, Calcutta, issued from the press during the year. 
It is devoted to Signor Beccari’s account of the Lepidocaryew palms, belong 
ing to geners other than Calamus and Damonorops. Distribution of this part 

has been postponed until the plates, which have not yet reached India, can 

be issued along with the letier-press. 

5. Financial.—The revenue was Rs. 2,308-8-8, against an estimate of 
Rs. 500, the excess over estimate being due to part of the castern end of the 
garden foreshore being rented out for storage of timber. ‘There was a saving 
of Its, 6,978-2-9, mostly on salary and establishment, out of the total allot- 
ment of Rs. 1,05,576. ‘ 

6. Staff.—During the year, as for several years past, the garden was 
understaffed.’ Mr. (now Captain) C. C. Calder was Ourator of the herbarium 
until the 14th November 1918, when he left on military service as an ofheer 
of the Indian Army Reserve. Apart from the herbarium, the staff through- 
out the year was reduced to the Superintendent, the Curator of the garden, 
Mr. GI'T. Lane, and one Overseer, Mr. N. Mitra. There was no Probationer- 
Gardener and the Second Oyerseor, Mr. M.,Jones, was on military service. 
Babu Devendranath Basu was head clerk throughout the year. ‘All executive 
officers and the clerical staff performed their duties to the satisfaction of the 
Superintendent. & 





CALCUTTA GARDENS. 


Work in these gardens, which include the Eden Gardens, Dalhousie 
Square and Curzon Gardens, was mostly of a routine character, The staff 
was below normal throughout the year, there being no European Assistant 
Curator. As'it was impossible to obtain hose, most of the lawns suffered 
badly from lack of efficient watering, During the Armistice Colebrations most 
of the annuals in the Carzon and Dalhousie Square gardens. were destroyed 
by the feer of the rejoicing crowds, and both gardens had to be replanted. 
A few flowering trees have been added to all three gfrdens. 

Mr. 8. Basu officiated as Assistant Curator in charge and Babu K, 0. 
Maity as Overseer throughout the year and both performed their duties con- 
scientiously. There was a saving of Rs. 4,201-13-2, almost entirely on salaries 
and establishment, from the total allotment of Rs. 44,395, The revenue, 
mostly from fees for fishing in the Dalhousie-Square tank, was Rs. 300. 


LLOYD BOTANIC GARDEN, DARJEELING.

Under Mr. G. H. Cave’s competent Curatorship, this garden was kept up

Tre total number of prisoners admitted to the “Bengal j Is during the 


year whs 83,207, or 1,509 less than in 1917, but the average daily population 
in 1918 was 16,761, or 832 more than in the previous year. There was 
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7 * oa ham it 
therefore overcrowding at timesin nearly all jails, and there are ro signs, 
so far, that thre Ae tceae in ‘criminality which oecunred after the-outbreak 
of the war is subsiding. If it persists, the problem tol providing additional 
jail accommodation will have to be faced. Some relief will, however; be 

iven by the jails whieh will be built at the headquarters of the new 
iistricts which are to bé created in Midnapore and Mymensingh. 


\ + 
2. It is satisfactory to find that, in spite of overcrowding, the number 
of jail offences of all kinds was substantially less than in the previous year, 
the ratio of total punishments to daily population being 142 against=166 
in 1917, The penalty of whipping was, inflicted in 42 cases as compared 
with 1 in the previous year. | bY] 


8. General health conditions were unfavourable, especially during the 
last six months of the year, when influenza was prevalent throughout the 
eountry. The daily average number of prisoners in hospital was 963 as 
compared with, 825 in the previous year, and the death rate rose from 
15°8 per mille in 1917 to 21°3 per mille. he latter figure is, however, only 
slightly above the quinquennial average, and is one per mille less than in 
1916. It is a curious fact that the jails suffered much more from the 
earlier outbréak of influenza in July and August than from the outbreak 
at the end of the year which proved so fatal among the general population. 
During November and December, when Calcutta was suffering severely, 
the Presidency and Alipore jails wefe practically free from the disease. 
Altogether 8.426 eases of influenzatoccurred in the Bengal jails,and of these 
53 proved fatal. ‘here was a marked improvement. in the health of the 
prisoners in the Barisal and Barasat jails, which have caused anxiety -in 
previous years, but high death rates are ‘reported from Rangpur, Khulna, 
Jalpaiguri and Bogra. Serious outbreaks of dysentery occurred in the 
Rangpur and Jessore jails, where the inexperience of the staff added to the 
difficulty of combating the disease. The Governor in Council notices with 
regret the neglect of the sanitary condition of the Khulna jail which led to 
an outbreak of cholera. The Superintendent responsible has been removed. 
‘The death rates in all the Central jails except Midnapore were below the 
provincial average, and Midnapore has shown improyed results as compared 
with the previous year. 


4, The popularity of the wheat. scale dietary continues to increase. 
Three-fifths of the total number of prisoners have voluntarily adopted this 
seale, and the statistics furnished by the Inspector-General again show its 
satisfactory effects on their general health. The average cost,of this diet is 
the same as that of the ordinary rice diet. . 


The special ward for tuberculosis cases at Suri has proved useful. . The 
construction of a ward in the Comilla jail for the reception of similar cases 
from the jails in Eastern Bengal has recently been completed. 


5. The Juvenile Jail. at Alipore jcontinues to do excellent work. 
Further improvements have been made in the school where reading, writing, 
arithmetic and freehand drawing are now taught by a competent staff, 
while the physical: training has produced an exeellent effect on the 
health and spirits of the boys, Moral and religious instruction is given daily ; 
discipline is good'and the number of petty offences and punishments is de- 
creasing. After experiencing considerable difficulties, Sir Walter Buchanan 
has succeeded in forming an After-care Association in Calentta, which has found 
work for several of a a on their release.. There is scope for much use- 
ful work in this direction, ani His Excellency in Qouncil trusts thet philan- 
thropic gentlemen will interest themselves in this sphere of gocial reform,

+6. "Tho outturn: of jail- manufactures was again satisfactory, though 
there wa fall inthe not cash. earnings,, duo to. the. larger stock. of. raw 

r ey manufactured goods remaining in hand at the close of the year, - 
as compared with the previous year, and also to larger outstandings due to. 
the, jails. The Presidency jail increased its qutturn of gunny cloth and was 
able to make a substantial profit, owing tothe low -phice of raw jute at the 
beginning of the year. The Midnapore central jail had to meet exceptionally 
large demands Be cotton uniforms and durries from the Police Department, 
while the blank: factory at the Dacca centralyail was engaged all the year 
in ‘manufacturing, blankets for the army. The Rajshahi’ jail increased its 
output of castor, oil, which yielded a considerable proft. : 


7. The jails in Bengal continued to help in war work. As in previous + 
years, prisoners volunteered during 1918 for service as sweepers, dhobis and 
artisans in Mesopotamia, and 27 were conditionally released and made over 
to the military authorities. The jails supplied to the army large quantities 
of bandages, dusters and doosuty cloths, besides a number of gather articles. 


8. The conduct of the warder staff was on the whole satisfactory. and 
there was a considerable decrease, in the number of departmental punish- 
ments. Resignations, however, show a tendency to increase, and the rise in 
prices and the competition of private firms are adding 10 the difficulties of 
revruiting suitable men. in 

9. The Governor in®ouncil has read with pleasure the tribute paid by 
Sir Walter Buchanan to the officers of the Department. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Thompson has been awarded the Order of an Officer of the British Empire in 
recognition of his services in connection with the war at the Presidency 
jail, while Mr. M. Leach has been made a member of the same Order for 
similar services at the Dacca jail. 


To Sir Walter Buchanan, who has recently retired from the service, 
the special acknowledgments of Government are due, not only. for the 
work of the year, but also for his successful and efficient management of the 
Department during his seventeen years’ tenure of the post of Inspector- 
General of Prisons, Bomgal. It is a matter for satisfaction that, his long 
experience of Jail administration is not lost to the country but will be avail~ 
able to the forthcoming Jail Commission, of which he has been appointed 
a member.

Gentral Committee and the Corporation. 


Tus resolution deals with the administration of the Corporation of 
Calcutta during yhe three years ending the 8lst March 1918. In view of 
the economic strain caused by the war, it might have been expected that this 
period would have caused grave embarrassment. to the Caleutta Corpora- 
tion, with a deficient sinking fund invested in its own debentures, which 
could only be realized in any considerable amount at a heavy loss. The 
accretion of large revenue balances, on whicl® the previous resolution 
commented, enabled the Corporation, however, to surmount financial diffi- 
culties, Loans amgunting to over 95 lakhs were repaid during the period 

" under review, and” although the Corporation provided: more than 60 lakhs 
for this purpose from its revenue funds, it posséssed a closing balance at 
the end of 1917-18 of no less than 45 lakhs—a fact significant of its financial 
strength. 

2. Elections.—The sixth general election of Ward Commissioners under 
the present Act was held on the 2¢th March 1918, There were 85,158 voters 
with 90,507 -votes, as compared with 38,412 voters with 95,492 votes at the 
tims of the previous election, The votes actually given at the election 
represented 53 per cent. of the voting power as comfared with 57 per cent. in 
1915. The decrease is ascribed to recent amendthents in Schedules 1V and 
V of the Calcutta Municipal Act which abolished voting by proxy and 
required firms, companies, ete. to apply in time (which many failed to 
do) for the insertion of the name of a representative in the election 
roll. The newly-constituted body of Ward Commissioners consists of .19 
Hindus, 2 Englishmen, 2 Jews; 1 ‘Avglo-Indian and: 1 Muhammadan. 
A novel feature of the election was the interest shown by the European 
and Anglo-Indian raté-payers, of whom nine offered themselves for election 
as against two in 1912 and 1915. In the contested wards keener interest 
than ever was shown in the election, but the Chairman remarks that there 
are still no’signs of elections being fought on principles as opposed to purely 
perscnal considerations. 

8. ints.—The accounts department has been reorganized, the 

» complex system of the Corporation accounts simplified and the accounts 
code revised. Accotding to the statement of revenue funds, actual receipts 

+ ‘Tose from Bs, 1,14,44,080 in 1915-16 to Rs. 1,23,49,448 in 1917-18, or 
by nearly 79 per cont,, while payments fell from Rs, 1,10,98,520. to 
Rs. 1,10,88,037, the triennium closing with an actual balance of Rs. 55,52,903. 
On the basis of the accounts of income and expenditure, the income in 1915-16 

: was Rs, 1,14,30,725 and the expenditure Rs. 1,10,64,871, while in 1917-18 

yd ~ they amounted to Rs. 1,23,18,182 and Rs. 1,12,20,812, respectively, the 

closing balance being Rs. 45,183,541. 

Owing. to financial exigencies, the Corporation was compelled to curtail _ 
expenditure on capital works and to husband its resources in order to meet 
its loan liabilities. A loan of 28 lakhs obtained in 1917 frem the Bank of 
Bengal, however, eased the situation, and the Corporation has still its large

‘Loans, however, to the oxtent of 
Rs. 95,012,900 had to be redeemed, and as the accumulation in the sinking 
fund only ainounted 16 Rs. 38,39,577 Git in debentures of other loans) the 
balance had to be borrowed by the Corporation for their’ redemption, and 
debentures to the extent of Rs. 20,32,700 were subseribed for by it at par- 
owing to the unfavourablo state of the money market. ‘With {he exception 
of the sum of Rs, 13,94,300. mentioned above, no loan was raised for 
capital works during the triehnium, 

The loan funds opened with a balance of Rs. 940,811 pa the Ist April 
1915. The total receipts during the three years (ey., on account of loan 
receipts, sale of surplus land, ete.) amounted to Rs 80,77,782 and the 
expenditure to Rs. 84,03,796. The balance left at the end of the triennium 
amounted to Rs. 6,14,797. . 

The net indebtedness @f the Corporatiog on the 8st March 1918, oxclud- 
ing the accumulations in the sinking fund, was Rw. 4,42,82/919 as against 
Rs. 4,58/80,234 on the 3ist March 1915. It is satisfactory to note that this 
represents a decrease of Rs, 15,97,315 in tho debts of the Corporation com- 
pared with an increase of Rs. 20,89,102 in their liability during the preceding 
triennium. 


5. Sinking fund.—The palance at the crodit of the sinkingfund on the 
31st March 1918 was Rs. 607 in cash, and seourities of the face valuo of 
Rs. 38,99,600. . To make good the temporary depreciation jn the value of these 
securities, the Corporation was required to pay a sum of Rs. 5,87,220 into the 
fund during the peried unger review. ‘The liabilities for interest. and sinking: 
fund charges on account of the total outstanding debt of the Corporation on 
the 31st March 1918 amounted to Rs. 31,82,980, 


» 6, Assessment.—The assessed annual valuation of thescity continued to 
increase and stood at the end of the year 1917-18 at Rs. 4,80,98,516 as com- 
pared’with Rs, 4,34,00,000 at the end of the year 1914-15. A large increase. was 
obtained by the goneral revaluation of the Port Commissioners’ property. ‘The 
Corporation is of opinion that the assessment department is apt at a general 
revision to enhance assessments on principle, even if tho facts fhay not justify 
increase. Tlie Governor in Council is not in a position to test the accuracy _ 
of this view ; the only criteria which the administration reports furnish, viz., 
the sinall percentage of appeals decided against the department and the high

‘ . Improvement schemes.—Of 16 improvement schemes sutmitted to 
-Governmentduring the last three years, 12 have received sanction, one 


is under consideration, while three have been abandoned or mtpdified. The 
Surtibagan seheme has been a striking success. The Trust intervened. at 
an opporfune ‘moment, when bustee conditions were. beginning to give way 
before the speculative builder, and the high prices realized for surplus lands 
enabled it to recover the cost of the scheme, which has converted a congested 
insonitary area into a good residential locality. Equally noticeable ave the 
changes effected by the Shambazar bridge road and Cornwallis Street widen- 
ing schemes at the nortbern extremity of the city, by the widening of Old-Post 
Office Strdet, by the conversion of Ressa Road into a splendid highway, by 
‘the transformation effected in Khowanipur, and @y the progress, made with 
the great north and-south thoroughfare (Central Avenue) which. carries on 
the design of the town planners of 1856. It is an interesting fact that, where- 
as the thoroughfare, 3 miles long, which wag planned in that year, but ended 
with the first instalment known as Halliday Street, was constructed at a cost 
of 11 Jakhs, the acquisition of land for the Central Avenué will alone: involve 
an expenditure of some 200 lakhs gross and 50 lakhs nett. It is unneces- 
sary to describe the details of this great project, but some referenca must 
be made to the controversy whieh has centred round the linking up of the 
Avenue with Chowringhee. Noless than eight designs were prepared by 
the Chief Surveyor to the Trust, and the Board eventually submitted for 
sanction one of which Government could ¢not agprove, as’ it was inferior, 
as regards both facilities for traffic and architectural effect, to a plan under 
whieh the Avenue passes on both sides of the Dharamtollah mosqne, and an 
alternative plan based on the views of Mr. Lanchester, the town-planning 
expert, in which the road is aligned to the west of the mosque. The Board 
was accordingly requested to give further consideration to the two latter plans. 
One of the most ambitious schemes of the Trust is that for the con+ 
struction of a fine thoroughfare to connect the Howrah bridge with the centre 
of commercial Calcutta’ The estimated nett cost of the scheme is nearly 
754 lakhs, and: it will be necessary to raise funds by the issue of deben- 
turos. In the meant:mo, the alignment of the proposed public street has heen 
published in order to prevent.the erection of new buildings on the road-line. 
3. Squares and parks.—The Trust resolved in 1914 to earmark 10 
jakhs for the purpose of forming open spaces and squares in congested areas, 
id three schemes have now been sanctioned, viz., the Ripon Street triangle, 
thS Marcus Square 6xtension and the St, James’ Square. The Shambazar 
Park scheme is a project of greater importance, providing as it-does for a 
park extending over $3 bighas, which, in combination with the fringe area 
scheme of the Corporation, will provide splendid recreation grounds for the

open spaces. It is to be hoped that Caleutta’s lesson of the costliness of delay 
will be laid.to heart.” Accordingly, the Trust bas bad under contemplation 
several schemes for developing the neighbouring municipalities in order 
to provide for the expansion of Calcutta and render thein fit, to receiv 
the overflow of its population. A scheme for the creation of a gard 
suburb in Cossipore-Chitpur has been prepared, but has had to be held in 
abeyance owing to a proposal to align the Grand. Trunk Canal through 
the area selected by the ‘Trust for development. An improvement scheme 
has been prepared for, Maniktollah. which will, when properly. drainad, 
form the most natural area for ‘he expansion of northern Calcutta. 
The question of extendjng its operatiogg to Howrah has been, the subjett 
of prolonged discussion by the Trust, which has come to contradictory 
decisions on the subject. In March 1916, it resolved by a majority of 
7 to 2 that its operations shold be extended to Howrah. A rgugh scheme 
and estimate were then prepared and submitte! to the Board ‘of Trustees, 
‘and after considering them it revolved by a majority of 6 to 5 against an 
extension of the Act to Howrah. The proposal has, however, been welcomed 
by the Municipal Commissioners of Howrah. In view of ‘the urgent 
necessity of improving Howrah and preventing the growth and propetuation 
on the west bank of the Hooghly of conditions which can hereafter be 
remedied only at enormous expense, Government is considering the introduc- 
tion of legislation to enable itssimprovement to be taken up. 

6. Excavation area.—The suburban area is studded with tanks which 
must be filled up, both for sanitary reasons and in order to provide building 
sites; and one of the greatest obstacles to town planning operations is the 
practical difficulty- of obtaining earth for the purpose. The Governor in 
Gouncil congratulates. the Trust on the foresight with which it has handled 
this problem by-acquiring some 400 bighas of land in Ward XX1I, from which 
an adequate supply of earth will be obtained, while thie excavation area will 
gradually be transformed into.a spacious park and lake. 

7. Re-housing schemes.—One of the objects of the ‘Calcutta Improve- 
ment Act is the re-honsipg of persons vf the poorer and working classes 
displaced by the execution of improvement schemes, but so far the. action 
taken te the Trust to carry out this object does not-appear to have been 
either adequate or satisfactory in its results. It has undertaken only one 
‘rechonsing scheme. which cannot be said to have boon a success... The bujid- 
ings erected by the Trust consist of a block of tenement dwellings (likey the 
chawls set up by the Bombay Improvement ‘Trast) which have not attracted
